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Laptop computers help 
Belle Glade officers cut 
down on paperwork

Some may be using the two- 
finger “hunt-and-peck” method 
of typing, but Belle Glade Po- 
lice officers are now generating 
their police reports faster on 
laptop computers, and from the 
comfort of their patrol cars. 

Thanks to several grants the 
police department has received 
over the past three years, they 
have been able to acquire 15 
Toshiba laptop computers and 
the software to run the system. 
‘Officers began using the lap- 
tops in their patrol cars and at 
their desks on May 1. 

Sgt. Jim Love, the depart- 
ments computer expert, says 
by using the laptops, officers 
have been able to cut down 
their report-generating time by 
two to three hours a day. This 


allows the officers more time to 
patrol and respond to commu- 
nity concerns. 

“Tve got officers who tell me 
they now generate a report in 
10 to 15 minutes,” said Sgt. 
Love. 

Another benefit of the com- 
puter-generated reports is the 
reduction of paper filing at the 
police.department. “What used 
to take-up several file cabinets 
will now take one or less,” said 
Sgt. Dove. 

“AnothePadvantage for the 
officers is the fact that they can 
spell check their reports and 
we can read the typed reports 
much better,” he said. 

The department plans to ap- 
ply for another Law Enforce- 
ment Block Grant this year to 
continue to update the current 
system. 


City negotiating with 
anchor tenant for Belle 
Glade Business Park.

Belle Glade city officials are 
negotiating with a large com- 
pany that may bring as many 
as 500 new jobs to the area. 
The company, which manufac- 
tures particle board, wants to 
build in the Belle’ Glade Busi- 
ness Park,,an area just north of 
the airport. 

Commissioner Steve Weeks, 
who has been working with the 
company through the Palm 
Beach County Economic Devel- 
opment Board, said the busi- 
fess does not want its name re- 
leased until they have their fi- 
nancing if place and a lease 
worked out with the city. 

Commissjoners discussed the 
lease agreement at the June 21 
commission meeting, but the 
name of the company was left 
blank and only the.commission 
and city émployees were privy 
to what company is interested 
in locating in the business park 

City, Attorney Charles 
Schoech told The Sun. the city 
is not. required to release the 
name of the company as long 
as no documents at city hall 
have the nare listed on the pa- 
perwork. He said the city is 
concerned that ifother munici- 


palities learned about the com- 
pany they might lure them 
away before a contract is nego- 
tiated. 

Commissioners said there 
are several areas of the lease 
that would have to be worked 
out. They asked Attorney 
Schoech and City Manager W. 
Shelton Smith to go over the 
contract with city staff and 
company officials. 

Mayor D. Bill Mathis said 
the company has agreed to try 
to employ local citizens first if 
they move: to Belle Glade. 
Starting salaries were said to 
be in the $10 to $15 an hour 
range: When, a L the facto- 
ry does locate to the city, it will 
become the second largegt em- 
ployer in the area. According to 
Barbara Miedema, public rela- 
tions director for Sugar Cane 
Growers Cooperative, the co-op

It was a very busy day at the 
bank. Everyone, it-4éeméd; “in 
Jacksonville, North Carolinú 
had decided: to icash their pay: 
check at the same time. 

Steve Marshburn was asked 
to help out. Steve was. the 
bank's loan officer but, like 
everyone who worked at the 
bank, he had spent some time 


as a teller. Steve went to the , 


drive-in window to cash some 
checks. 

Suddenly, Steve saw a a bright 
flash of white light. A bolt of 
lightning struck the speaker at 
the drive-in window and went 
straight into his back. V 

“It felt like a baseball bat 
had hit me,” said Steve. “It 
was like mysspine had opened 
up. T was in terrible pain.” 

Today, 26 years later, Steve 
still feels that pain. While the 
lightning bolt didn't kill him, it 
did take a heavy toll. He's had 
multiple operations, suffers 
from short-term memory loss 
and has contracted cancer. 

“I was suffering,” he said. “I 
knew there would be others 


out there.” 
There are thousands of other 
people who have been struck 


by lightning and survived. The * 


National Weather Service says 
an average of 500 people are 
hit by lightning each year. 

Steve wanted to help these 
other victims of lightning. He 
also wanted to study the long- 
term after affects that light- 
ning has on the body, 

So, in February of 1989 he 
formed Lightning Strike and 


Electric Shock Victims, Inter- 
national(LSESVD), a non-prof- 
it ‘international support group 
for’ survivors “öf: lightning 
strikes. > 

“One of the primary goals of 
our organization is to get infor- 
mation out to the medical 
world so'that victims of light- 
ning can receive the proper 
treatment,” said Steve. “Edu- 
cation is so important.” 

LSESVI has already discov- 
ered 92.different after-affects 
from lightning strikes. Some 
are obvious, like tingling in 
arms and legs or a loss of hear- 
ing, 

Others, however, may not 
have apparent links to light- 


* ning. Such as insomnia, chron- 


ic fatigue, pérsonality changes 
and even cataracts. 

“Getting. hit by lightning 
changes your life - emotionally, 
physically and mentally,” said 
Steve. 

While you have a one in 
600,000 chance of being struck 
by lighting, hundreds of peoplé 
beat the odds each year. Péople 
have been hit while doing the 
dishes, walking in the ‘yard,

names in different countries, In 
Europe, papaya is called paw- 
paw, in Cuba fruta bomba, in 
Australia, pawpaw in 
Brazil, mamao. 

When choosing fresh papaya, 
look for fruit that is yellow in 
color and soft to the touch if 
you want to eat it right away. If 
you purchase-firm papayas 
that are mostly green in color 
with just a little yellow, they'll 
be ready to eat in a few days. 

To ripen papaya at home, 
place them in a dark place. As 
they ipen: the fruit will turn 
from green to yellow. If you 
want the papayas to ripen 
more quickly, place them in a 
paper .bag with apples, 
bananas or peara, These fruits 
give off ethylene gas which 
speeds the ripening process. 

Papaya has long been consid- 
ered a folk remedy for stomach 
problems. It is said to help 
digestion. 

This could be because papaya 
enzyme helps break down pro- 
tein. In -fact,. papain - (papaya 
enzyme) is an ingredient: in 
meat tenderizers. 

Some people claim papayas 
can be used to cure ulcers, 


and 


although there is no document- 
ed scientific evidefice to»back 


up the claim. (Still, unless you ` 


have other health problems 
that keep you from eating” 
Sweet fruit, papayas probably 
couldn't hurt an ulcer.) 
Papayas can be grown in 
Florida. However, it’s not the 
kind of-tree that you can just 
plant and then harvest year 
after year. There are two prob- 
lems. The first is that papayas 
have "male" and "female" trees, 
so you need both or you won't 
get any fruit. The other prob- 
lem is that as the tree gets 
older, and taller, the fruit gets 


smaller and of course, harder , 


to reach, Trees that)are two:or 
three years old‘and ‘about six 
feet tall are at the optimum for 
easy harvest and good-sized 
fruit. The trees can get up to 20 
feet tall. 

Fresh papaya are considered 
best, in regard to getting the 
most health benefits and vita- 
mins from. the fruit.

$ tors and bigger and tougher 
penalties as ways to make 
them shape up. 

Meanwhile, the nurses and 
certified nursing assistants at 
the front lines quietly do their 
jobs every day to help each res- 
ident achieve the highest qual- 
ity of life possible. That dedi- 

cated work often goes unrecog- 
nized while others posture,

point fingers and make speech- 
es to the media. 

People genuinely interested 
in improving nursing homes 
should pay more attention to 
the group that knows the sub- 
ject perhaps better than any- 
one else - the nurses who work:

If they asked 
us, our list of improvement 
suggestions would be short: 
`  Reimburse facilities fairly: 
My facility receives only $77 a 
day pet-Medicaid Biden, but 
it costá me on average $105 per 
day to care for them. Medicare 
reimbursement has’ also been 
cut back, and there are forced 
caps on certain therapies. It’s 
time lawmakers realize. good 
care costs good money. 

+ Punish the bad, reward the 
good: Maintain the enforce- 
ment process for the handful of 
facilities that don't do the job 
right, but set up a system to 
recognize, reward and dupli- 
cate practices in the many out- 
standing facilities. Governor 
Bush ib on the right track with 
his “Gold Seal” program. 

* Refocus: Let us be nurses! 
Let us spend more of our time 
caring for our residents, not 
ing sure each record is lawyer- 


+ Work together; ‘The Fire 
Marshal and the state restau- 
rant-inspections are’ expected 
to offer advice during their 
inspections, but federal rules 
keep the nursing home inspec- 
tors from doing this. Shouldn't 
we all be working together to 
improve care? 

e Rein in the lawyers: It’s got 
to stop. The flood of lawsuits 
against, nursing homes is 
draining, resources we need to 


. improve care for everybody 


else. Worse, the litigation 
atmosphere poisons our Pela-( 
tionships with the’ families of 
our residents. How can- that 
help? 

Politics and legislation aside, 
perhaps the best thing you or 
anybody can do to «improve 
nursing homes is to go volun- 
teer in one, and bring’ your 
child.

Herpes sans. better known 
as “shingles,” is characterized 
by an eruption of the skin along 
the course of a nerve on one 
side of the body. Pain or tin- 
gling may precede the rash by 
two or three days; then red 
spots usually develop in the 
area, followed soon by several 
small blisters filled with clear 
fluid. 

Shingles is the consequence 
ofa reactivation of the viricella- 
zoster virus, the virus that 
causes Chicken Pox. This virus 
enters a dormant stage in the 
nerve roots near the spine after 
the acute Chicken Pox infec- 
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tion, but sometimes - for 
unknown reasons - it re- 
emerges years later as shingles. 

While it can occur at any age, 
shingles is more common in 
older people, reaching an inci- 
dence of 10 cases per 1000 per- 
sons in the'50 to 80 year range. 
- Pain is the most debilitating 
aspect of the disease, both in 
the acute flare-up stages, and 
in the months that follow. Up to 
50 percent of zoster victims 
over 50 years old develop post- 
herpetic neuralgia, with pain in 
the affected area persisting for 
months, 

Anti-viral medicines have 
been shown to shorten the time 
to healing of the rash, and also 
to lessen the length of the post- 
herpetic neuralgia syndrome. 
Such medicines are most effec- 
tive if begun early in the course 
of shingles.

Safety steps can help the 
Fourth of truly ‘sparkle’

For many of us, the Fourth 
of July means family gather- 
ings, hamburgers or barbecue 
chicken on the grill, the sweet 
taste of watermelon, and the 
awesome sight of a community 
fireworks display.

‘Each’ year, thousands of 
Americans - mostly males age 
19 or younger - suffer unneces- 
sary and sometimes life-threat- 
ening injuries from fireworks. 
The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission reports that’ hos-

8,500 fireworks-related 
injuries across the nation last 
year, an increase: of 200 over 
the previous year. This year, 
federal Officials expect even 


wider fireworks use leading up

This heightened activity fol- 
lows a steady jncrease in con- 
sumer use in recent years. 
Consumption increased from 
67.6 million pounds of fire- 
works in 1990 to. more than 
118 million pounds by 1996, 
according to the U.S. Interna- 
tional Trade Commission: 

On a-state level, we saw a 
reduction in property damage 
from fireworks incidents last 
year. But this was"due to the 
temporary ban on all fireworks 
during the devastating wild- 
fires. From 1990 through 1997, 


,Floridians reported 1,688 fire- 


works-related incidents that 
caused riearly $1 million worth 
of damage. During this eight- 
year period, 62 people were 
hurt, including six firefighters. 

These figures point up the 
need to know and respect the 
law, and to take safety precau- 
tions when using sparklers or 
other novelties permitted 
under Florida law. 

The law allows the sale and 
use of sparklers and novelties 
approved by the Ståte Fire 
Marshal, but outlaws the pri- 
vate use of products that you 
either explode or launch. The 
sale or use of illegal fireworks 
can result in a one-year jail 


term and a fine of up to $1,000.

For example, GPS can track 
a pedophile (T he is walking 
‘past a sthool. It can be pro- 
grammed to notify his proba- 
tion officer if he goes near an 
area declared off-lithits. If he 
puts the device down or gets 
separated from it, we know. 
immediately. While GPS is 
now: limited to a small test 
group of probationers - and it 
must be understood that it is 
not an alternative to prison - 
we hope to soon expand its 
use.
